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PREFACE 


The preparation of this bibliography was originally 
undertaken by John G. Rauch, of Indianapolis, as a cata- 
logue of his collection of original printings of the acts 
adopted by the several lawmaking bodies which have 
exercised jurisdiction over the lands now forming the 
state of Indiana. Since the collection is a very nearly 
perfect one, brought together in a research of some fif- 
teen years, it has been decided to expand the catalogue 
into a complete bibliography by supplying the few miss- 
ing items from other sources, and adding such collation 
of title-pages and text as would readily identify each 
publication. Wherever possible, two copies of each vol- 
ume have been examined and any variations recorded as 
an indication of the minor differences that may be found 
in copies from the same edition. 

The excellent set of laws in the Indiana State Library 
has been of great assistance in supplementing Mr. 
Rauch’s collection, and in supplying volumes for com- 
parison. Additional items have been collated from the 
collections of the Illinois State Historical Library, the 
Chicago Historical Society Library, the Newberry Li- 
brary, the Library of Congress, the Borden Museum, of 
Borden, and the Social Law Library, of Boston. 

The scope of this work is limited to the session laws 
and revisions made by territorial or state authority, to- 
gether with certain privately compiled revisions or re- 
prints which cover a complete session or a longer period; 
many of these latter have acquired, by judicial recogni- 
tion, a quasi-official status. Official and private reprints 
of single laws, or collected laws upon a single subject, 
such as education, banking, elections, and the like, which 
have been published in considerable numbers, have been 
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omitted, although this limitation excluded some rare and 
interesting items contained in Mr. Rauch’s collection. 

During the territorial period and under the first con- 
stitution of the state of Indiana, the General Assembly 
passed a relatively large number and variety of private 
laws, such as those granting divorces to specified persons, 
or incorporating companies. Most of these, but not all, 
were printed. In the laws for 1810 these private laws 
are printed by title; at the end of the volume of 1814 
laws are listed ten private acts not printed, but filed in 
the office of the territorial secretary, and at least one 
of the special acts of 1823-24 was printed by title only. 
So far as can be ascertained, the titles of all private laws 
passed by the General Assembly were listed. It is pos- 
sible that certain private laws are still in force which are 
not mentioned in the 1852 revision of the laws. 

Between 1816 and 1852 the differentiation between 
local and general laws was reflected by the publication of 
the session laws under those two titles. It should be 
noted that the distinction was not always strictly fol- 
lowed, definitely local laws sometimes finding their way 
into the general publications, and general laws appear- 
ing among the local acts. During this period, too, the 
militia acts were printed sometimes with the regular ses- 
sion laws and sometimes separately. 

A curious circumstance in connection with the session 
laws is the misnumbering of the general assemblies fol- 
lowing the forty-third. Probably due to the interposition 
of a special session of the legislature, the next, or forty- 
fourth, assembly was designated as the forty-fifth; the 
error has been continued by all subsequent sessions. 

Another source of confusion in relation to the citation 
of the session laws has arisen from the fact that the as- 
semblies from 1816 until 1852 began in one year and 
ended in the next. In view of the opposing practices of 
various authorities, some of whom cite a session by the 
year in which it began, and some by the year of its end- 
ing, the use of both years, as, the session of 1816-17, 
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seems the only unmistakably clear form of description 
and has been adopted in the publications of the Historical 
Bureau. 

There have been included with this work a brief his- 
torical account of the various claims to sovereignty over 
the territory now known as Indiana, since the Treaty of 
Paris, 1763, and an appendix relating to the laws and 
their publication. 

The work of collating titles and of compiling the mate 
rial in this volume has been done by Miss Nellie C. Arm- 
strong, of the Historical Bureau. Blair Taylor, of In- 
dianapolis, prepared the data for that part of the 
introductory note which traces the various claims to sov- 
ereignty over the territory now known as Indiana. To 
Charles Kettleborough, director of the Legislative Bu- 
reau, and to Miss Esther U. MecNitt, of the Indiana 
State Library, we are under obligation for advice on 
many points. Mrs. Ruth Williams Spilver, of the Indi- 
ana State Library, assisted Miss Armstrong in preparing 
the appendix and in seeing the book through the press.

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INTRODUCTION 


SOVEREIGNTY AND LEGISLATIVE AUTHORITY OVER INDIANA 


Il faut eclairer V histoire par les lois, et 
les lois par Uhistoire—MONTESQUIEU 


Prior to the Treaty of Paris, 1763, no nation had un- 
disputed sovereignty over the land now comprising In- 
diana. French claims had been supported by actual 
possession and settlement, but the earlier Spanish claim 
was not until then invalidated, and the English were 
more and more vigorously laying hold upon the land be- 
tween the Atlantic coast and the Mississippi River. 

The Treaty of Paris, which brought to an end the 
Seven Years War and the series of conflicts known in 
English America as the French and Indian Wars, was 
signed on February 10, 1763. In Article VII of this 
treaty it was agreed that for the future the confines be- 
tween the dominions of the British king and those of his 
most Christian Majesty, the King of France, in that part 
of the world, should “be fixed irrevocably by a line drawn 
along the middle of the river Mississippi, from its source 
to the river Iberville, and from thence, by a line drawn 
along the middle of this river, and the lake Maurepas 
and Ponchartrain, to the sea; and for this purpose 
the most Christian king cedes, in full right, and guar- 
anties to his British majesty ... every thing which 
he possesses, or ought to possess, on the left side the 
river Mississippi.” In Article XX it was agreed that 
“his Catholic majesty? cedes and guaranties, in full right, 
to his Britannic majesty, Florida, . . . as well as all that 
Spain possesses on the continent of North America, to

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the east or to the south-east of the river Mississippi; and, 
in general, every thing that depends on the said coun- 
tries and lands.’ 

These renunciations and transfers vested the title and 
sovereignty of North America from the Atlantic to the 
Mississippi clearly in the British Crown. The royal 
proclamation issued by George III, of England, on Oc- 
tober 7, 1763 erected British authority and jurisdiction 
over the ceded territory. The upper valley of the Mis- 
sissippi was expressly reserved to the Indians and was 
not included in any of the three provinces erected in 
North America by the proclamation.’ 

Earlier English charters, however, had granted to sev- 
eral colonies various portions of the region northwest of 
the Ohio River, and the claim to jurisdiction advanced by 
these colonies under their charters must be noticed. 

Virginia. On April 10 / 20, 1606 James I granted to 


“divers ... loving subjects ...to make habitation 
. and to deduce a colony . . . into that part of Amer- 
ica, commonly called Virginia ... situate, lying, and 


being all along the sea coasts, between four and thirty 
degrees of Northerly latitude from the Equinoctial line, 
and five and forty degrees of the same latitude, and in 
the main land between the same four and thirty and five 
and forty degrees.” This gave to certain knights and 
other adventurers of the city of London a choice of loca- 
tion in the area between the thirty-fourth degree north 
latitude and the forty-first, and into the mainland one 
hundred English miles, to be called the First Colony. To 
certain esquires and others of the town of Plymouth there 
was given a choice in the area between the thirty-eighth 
degree north latitude and the forty-fifth degree north 
latitude, and the same distance inland, to be called the

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Second Colony. In the overlapping territory, viz: thirty- 
eighth to forty-first degrees, the charter stated, ‘“Pro- 
vided always, and our will and pleasure herein is, that 
the plantation and habitation of such of the said colonies, 
as shall last plant themselves, as aforesaid shall not be 
made within one hundred like English miles of the other 
of them, that first began to make their plantation as 
aforesaid.”’ Control of the landward frontier was given 
to the two colonies, with the added provision that “no 
other of our subjects shall be permitted, or suffered to 
plant or inhabit behind, or on the backside of them, 
towards the main land, without the express licence of the 
council of that colony, thereunto, in writing first had and 
obtained.’’* 

This was supplemented by a second charter of May 23 / 
June 2, 1609, incorporating the First Colony, which 
meanwhile had established the plantation of Jamestown, 
under the name of “The Treasurer and Company of Ad- 
venturers and Planters of the City of London for the 
First Colony in Virginia,” and giving this corporation 
“all those lands, countries, and territories, situate, lying, 
and being, in that part of America called Virginia, from 
the point of land, called Cape or Point Comfort, all along 
the sea coast, to the Northward two hundred miles, and 
from the said point of Cape Comfort, all along the sea 
coast, to the southward two hundred miles, and all that 
space and circuit of land, lying from the sea coast of the 
precinct aforesaid, up into the land, throughout from sea 
to sea, west and northwest.’® 

A supplementary charter of 1612 made no change in

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the continental jurisdiction of the company. Its organ- 
ization and conduct, however, brought it into disfavor 
with the king, and quo warranto proceedings were insti- 
tuted against it before the King’s Bench. Judgment was 
rendered against the company in 1624 and its franchise 
declared forfeited. The dissolution of the company did 
not cancel the charter; it only brought back into the 
hands of the king whatever he had granted to the com- 
pany. Virginia, as the colony itself was henceforth 
called, now became a royal province, presumably with the 
boundaries already granted. 

Not until 1738 did Virginia definitely take up the ex- 
tension of her county organization into the remote west- 
ern country. In November of that year, when France 
was still in possession of the northern part of the Ohio 
Valley, the assembly passed an act providing that “all 
that territory and tract of land, at present deemed to be 
part of the county of Orange, lying on the north west side 
of the top of the said mountains,’ extending from thence 
northerly, westerly, and southerly, beyond the said moun- 
tains, to the utmost limits of Virginia, be separated from 
the rest of the said county, and erected into two distinct 
counties and parishes; to be divided by a line to be run 
from the head spring of Hedgman river® to the head 
spring of the river Potowmack: .. . And that the rest 
of the said territory, lying on the other side of the said 
line,’ beyond the top of the said Blue Ridge, shall be one 
other distinct county, and parish; to be called by the name 
of the county of Augusta, and parish of Augusta.’’° 

In 1769 the Virginia Assembly divided the county of 
Augusta “by a line beginning at the Blue Ridge, running

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north fifty-five degrees west, to the confluence of Mary’s 
creek, or the south river, with the north branch of James 
river, thence up the same to the mouth of Carr’s creek, 
thence up the said creek to the mountain, thence north 
fifty-five degrees west, as far as the courts of the two 
counties shall extend it; and that all that part . . . which 
lies on the south side of the said line, shall be one dis- 
tinct county and parish, and called and known by the 
name of Botetourt; and that all the other part thereof, 
shall . . . retain the name of Augusta.’ 

By the extension of this line, and by the implied com- 
prehension of lands, the greater part of Indiana was 
within Botetourt County of the Colony of Virginia. 

Massachusetts. Patentees of the Second, or Plymouth 
Company, of 1606, secured a new charter dated Novem- 
ber 3 / 18, 1620, though it did not pass the great seal 
for delivery to the patentees until June, 1621, creating 
the “Council established at Plymouth in the County of 
Devon for the Planting, Ruling and Governing of New 
England in America,” generally known as the Council for 
New England, and granting it the American continent 
between forty and forty-eight degrees north latitude,” 
an extensive territory, part of which has ever since borne 
the name given in the charter.% “Wee... grant, or- 
daine and establish, that all that Circuit, Continent, Pre- 
cincts, and Limitts in America, lying and being in 
Breadth from Fourty Degrees of Northerly Latitude, 
from the Equnoctiall Line, to Fourty-eight Degrees of 
the said Northerly Latitude, and in length by all the 
Breadth aforesaid throughout the Maine Land, from Sea 
to Sea, with all the Seas, Rivers, Islands, Creekes, Inletts, 
Ports, and Havens, within the Degrees, Precincts, and 
Limitts of the said Latitude and Longitude, shall be the

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Limitts, and Bounds, and Precincts of the second Col- 
lony: And to the End that the said Territoryes may 
forever hereafter be more particularly and certainly 
known and distinguished, our Will and Pleasure is, that 
the same shall from henceforth be nominated, termed, 
and called by the Name of New-England, in America; 
. . . We do by these Presents, for Us, our Heyrs and 
Successors, name, call, erect, found and establish, and by 
that Name to have Continuance for ever.’ 

Under this charter the Council for New England, on 
March 19 / 27, 1628, gave to a group of adventurers, i.e. 
stockholders, an indenture bestowing on them all of its 
rights of soil and jurisdiction in “the territory between 
lines drawn three miles north of the Merrimac River and 
three miles. south of the Charles River, and extending 
through to the South Sea.”?® On March 4 / 14, 1628 / 
1629 Charles I issued a charter to these stockholders 
creating the company of Massachusetts Bay in New Eng- 
land and confirming its rights to “all Landes and Heredi- 
taments whatsoever, lyeing within the Lymitts afore- 
saide, North and South, in Latitude and Bredth, and in 
Length and Longitude, of and within all the Bredth 
aforesaide, throughout the mayne Landes there, from the 
Atlantick and Westerne Sea and Ocean on the East Parte, 
to the South Sea on the West Parte.’’"” 

The migration of the Massachusetts company to its 
grant, and the development out of it of the great self- 
governing colony of Massachusetts, was followed in the 
reign of Charles II by an attack upon it in the courts of 
England. This culminated in the successful prosecution 
of a writ of scire facias and a final decree, entered Octo-

ber 13 / 23, 1684, cancelling the charter.1* However, in 
1691 William and Mary issued a new charter stating: 
“Wee doe by these presents for Us Our Heires and Suc- 
cessors Will and Ordeyne . . . one reall Province by the 
Name of Our Province of the Massachusetts Bay in New 
England And ...Wee...doe... grant unto... 
the Inhabitants of . . . the Massachusetts Bay and their 
Successors all that parte of New England in America 
lying and extending from the greate River commonly 
called Monomack als Merrimack on the Northpart and 
from three Miles Northward of the said River to the 
Atlantick or Western Sea or Ocean on the South part And 
all the Lands and Hereditaments whatsoever lying within 
the limitts aforesaid and extending as farr as the Outer- 
most Points or Promontories of Land called Cape Cod and 
Cape Mallabar North and South and in Latitude Breadth 
and in Length and Longitude of and within all the 
Breadth and Compass aforesaid throughout the Main 
Land there from the said Atlantick or Western Sea and 
Ocean on the East parte towards the South Sea or West- 
ward as far as Our Collonyes of Rhode Island Connecti- 
cutt and the Marragansett?® Countrey.””° 

The westward extension of the former grant and the 
complicated language of this charter of 1691 formed the 
basis of the claim of the colony, and later state, of Massa- 
chusetts to lands between the Ohio River and the Great 
Lakes. 

Connecticut. The self-governing colony of Connecti- 
cut received royal sanction by the charter granted on 
April 23 / May 38, 1662 by Charles II, which defined it “on 
the Hast by Narraganset-River, commonly called Nar- 
raganset-Bay, where the said River falleth into the Sea; 
and on the North by the Line of the Massachusetts- 
Plantation; and on the South by the Sea; and in Longi-

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tude as the Line of the Massachusetts-Colony, running 
from East to West, That is to say, From the said Nar- 
raganset-Bay on the East, to the South Sea on the West 
Part, with the Islands thereunto adjoining.’ 

This area runs from about the forty-first degree of 
north latitude to about the forty-second, and in the west 
would include the northern portion of the present state 
of Indiana. 

New York. The province of New York was created 
on paper on March 12 / 22, 1663 / 1664 by grant of 
Charles II to his brother James, Duke of York; it was 
made a reality by the surrender of New Amsterdam by the 
Dutch to the English expedition in August, 1664; ceded 
finally by the Dutch in the Treaty of Westminster in 
February, 1674, and confirmed on June 29 / July 9, 1674 
by a second charter almost identical with the first, in 
which Charles II gave and granted to his “dearest 
brother James Duke of York .. . the said river called 
Hudson’s River and all the lands from the west side of 
Connecticutt River to the east side of Delaware Bay.” 

The claims of the province and later state of New York 
under these charters to western territory, were strength- 
ened by the fact that ‘the Six Nations and tributaries 
had put themselves under the protection of England, and 
. . . they had always been treated by the Crown as ap- 
pendant to the government in New York;?? New York 
also made various treaties with the Six Nations and their 
allies by virtue of which it claimed jurisdiction over a 
large part of the Old Northwest. 

The claims of Virginia, Massachusetts, Connecticut, 
and New York to territory northwest of the Ohio River 
were disregarded in the “Quebec Act” of 1774. This ex- 
tended the southern boundary of the province of Quebec

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to the western line of Pennsylvania and along the Ohio 
River to its mouth, thus including the whole of the Old 
Northwest.24 At the outbreak of the Revolution impe- 
rial authority vested in Quebec jurisdiction over the 
territory now constituting Indiana. 

The military expedition of George Rogers Clark in 
1778-79, with a provision in its commission from the 
state of Virginia to take Kaskaskia, whose white inhabi- 
tants, it was hoped, might give ‘Evidence of their 
attachment to this State (for it is certain they live with- 
in its Limits),’”° established the authority of Virginia 
over the settlements in the southern part of the Old 
Northwest, including Vincennes. This brought about a 
divided and conflicting sovereignty within the present 
confines of Indiana, the northern part being under the 
government of Quebec and the English military authori- 
ties, and the southern part under Virginia. In both 
cases the control was largely nominal. 

Virginia, by an act of assembly, on December 9, 1778 
erected a western county of vague description. The law 
recited that “‘several of the British posts within the ter- 
ritory of this commonwealth, in the country adjacent to 
the river Missisippi, have been reduced, and the inhabi- 
tants have acknowledged themselves citizens thereof’ and 
provided that “all the citizens of this commonwealth who 
are already settled, or shall hereafter settle, on the west- 
ern side of the Ohio aforesaid, shall be included in a dis- 
tinct county, which shall be called Ilinois county.” This 
act was to remain in force for one year and until the end

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of the next session of the assembly.2° It was renewed 
for two years in May, 1780, but was not renewed there- 
after and expired January 5, 1782 at the adjournment 
of the assembly.?’ 

In the county of Illinois, a court was established at 
Vincennes, as was one at Kaskaskia, but conditions were 
so chaotic that the legal system of Virginia cannot be 
said to have extended over the country which later be- 
came Indiana. Therefore no list of Virginia laws is in- 
cluded in this volume. No attempt was ever made by 
Massachusetts, Connecticut, or New York to extend a 
legal system over this part of the country. 

The question of sovereignty was brought one step 
nearer solution by the treaty of peace between the United 
States and Great Britain, the Treaty of Paris, of Sep- 
tember 3, 1783. In this document Great Britain among 
other concessions relinquished “all claims to the govern- 
ment, propriety, and territorial rights” in the region east 
of the Mississippi and south of a line drawn through the 
middle of Lakes Erie, Huron, and their connecting waters 
and continuing through the water communication 
between Huron and Lake Superior and thence through 
Lake Superior northward of the isles Royal and Phe- 
lipeaux, and on through the Lake of the Woods—the 
region which came to be known as the Territory North- 
west of the River Ohio, or more generally, the Northwest 
Territory. 

The confusion of authorities within the United States 
still left the question of sovereignty in the Northwest 
Territory subject to differences of interpretation. Was 
each of the thirteen states named in the Declaration of 
Independence and in the treaty of peace an independent 
sovereignty, or was the confederated United States itself 
the sovereign body? There was the additional complex- 
ity that while Virginia claimed the whole of the North- 
west, had by force expelled British agencies from part

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of it, and had established for a while a semblance of 
government north of the Ohio River, the states of Massa- 
chusetts, Connecticut, and New York asserted claims to 
parts of this region. 

Sovereignty over the territory northwest of the Ohio 
River was fixed definitely and absolutely when all the 
states involved acted upon the recommendation of the 
Continental Congress of September 6, 1780,?8 and subse- 
quent agreements, to cede, with some conditions and 
reservations, their rights and claims to “the United 
States in Congress assembled.” The General Assembly 
of Virginia passed an act on December 20, 1783 reciting 
its earlier act of October 20, 1783, the act of Congress 
referred to above, the conditional cessions by Virginia 
of January 2, 1781, and the act of Congress of Septem- 
ber 138, 1782 stipulating the terms on which the cession 
would be accepted; it continued: 

“Be it enacted by the General Assembly that it shall 
and may be lawful for the Delegates of this State, to the 
Congress of the United States, or such of them as shall 
be assembled in Congress, and the said Delegates or such 
of them so assembled, are hereby fully authorized and 
empowered, for and on behalf of this State, by proper 
deeds or instrument in writing under their Hands and 
Seals, to convey, transfer, assign and make over, unto 
the United States in Congress assembled, for the benefit 
of the said States, all Right, Title, and Claim as well 
of Soil as Jurisdiction, which this Commonwealth hath. 
to the Territory or Tract of Country, within the Lim- 
its of the Virginia Charter, situate, lying, and being to: 
the North-West of the River Ohio.” 

The act made the cession subject to the condition, 
among other things, “that the Territory so ceded, shall 
be laid out and formed into States, containing a suitable 
extent of Territory, not less than one hundred, nor more 
than one hundred and fifty miles square, or as near there-

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to, as Circumstances will admit, and that the States so 
formed, shall be distinct Republican States, and admitted 
members of the Federal Union, having the same rights of 
Sovereignty, Freedom, and Independence, as the other 
States.’’?° 

On March 1, 1784 Thomas Jefferson, Samuel Hardy, 
Arthur Lee, and James Monroe as delegates of Virginia 
signed the deed of cession which cited the act of October 
20, 1783, and other documents; it ran in part: 

“We... do by these presents convey, transfer, as- 
sign and make over unto The United States in Congress 
Assembled, for the benefit of the said States, Virginia 
inclusive, all Right, Title and Claim, as well of Soil as of 
Jurisdiction which the said Commonwealth hath to the 
Territory or Tract of Country within the limits of the 
Virginia Charter, situate, lying, and being to the North- 
West of the River Ohio, to and for the uses and purpose 
and on the Conditions of the said recited Act.’’*° 

Virginia’s reservation of lands in the Northwest for 
payment of military bounties already promised or 
granted passed title to certain lands in Indiana (Clark’s 
Grant, also called the Illinois Grant) and in Ohio di- 
rectly from that state to her soldiers, but the surrender 
of jurisdiction was complete and final. 

Meanwhile, on March 1, 1781, New York had executed 
a deed of cession to the United States covering all her — 
claims in the Northwest. Massachusetts, on April 19, 
1785, conveyed to the United States the right and title to 
her lands ‘west of a meridian line drawn through the 
western bent or inclination of Lake Ontario, provided 
such line should fall twenty miles or more west of the 
western limit of the Niagara River.’’ Connecticut author- 
ized the transfer of her claim in May, 1786, reserving the 
tract of land extending 120 miles west of Pennsylvania

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and lying between Lake Erie and the forty-first degree 
of north latitude—the so-called Connecticut or Western 
Reserve. The deed of cession was not given until Sep- 
tember, 1786.*2 

The first civil government for this whole territory, 
with a resident lawmaking body, was provided for on 
July 18, 1787, when the United States Congress passed 
the “Ordinance for the Government of the Territory of 
the United States northwest of the River Ohio,” familiarly 
known as the Northwest Ordinance or the Ordinance of 
1787. The territorial government provided for in this 
ordinance was organized and began its legislative work 
the following year. Beginning, therefore, with the year 
1788, we have an uninterrupted series of session laws, 
first for the Northwest Territory, and subsequently for 
the governments of Indiana Territory and the State of 
Indiana. 

The legislative power of the Northwest Territory was 
vested temporarily in appointive officials and was limited 
in scope, as follows: 

“There shall be appointed, from time to time, by Con- 
gress, a governor, whose commission shall continue in 
force for the term of three years, unless sooner revoked 
by Congress, he shall reside in the district, and have a 
freehold estate therein, and 1000 acres of land, while in 
the exercise of his office. 

“. ... There shall also be appointed a court to consist 
of three judges, any two of whom to form a court, who 
shall have a common law jurisdiction, and reside in the 
district, and have each therein a freehold estate in 500

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acres of land, while in the exercise of their offices; and 
their commissions shall continue in force during good 
behaviour. 

“The governor and judges, or a majority of them, shall 
adopt and publish in the district, such laws of the origi- 
nal states, criminal and civil, as may be necessary, and 
best suited to the circumstances of the district, and re- 
port them to Congress, from time to time; which laws 
shall be in force in the district until the organization of 
the general assembly therein, unless disapproved of by 
Congress; but afterwards the legislature shall have au- 
thority to alter them as they shall think fit.’’** 

The Ordinance contained also six “articles of compact 
between the original states, and the people and states in 
the said territory, ... forever ... unalterable, unless 
by common consent,” all of which limited the legislation 
of the territory.*? Whether the “articles of compact” 
were perpetually binding upon the states formed out of 
the territory after their admission into the Union is a 
question which has not received final judicial interpre- 
tation. The Ordinance was adjusted and incorporated 
into the legislation of the federal government under its 
second constitution by act of Congress, August 7, 1789.% 

The legislative authority of the governor and judges 
was extended by an act of Congress approved May 8, 
1792 giving them the power to repeal laws.**° The legis- 
lation enacted by the governor and judges of the North- 
west in many cases ignored the limitation that it must 
be adopted from laws of one or another of the United 
States. Congress, although in the same act of May 8, 
1792 it disapproved a territorial statute of limitations 
passed on December 28, 1788, and though the House of

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Representatives voted on February 16, 1795 to disallow 
all but one of the laws passed by the governor and judges 
on August 1, 1792, did not consistently enforce either 
the provision of the ordinance nor any decided policy of 
its own.*¢ 

Provision for the development of a more extensive sys- 
tem of territorial legislative authority was contained in 
the Ordinance of 1787: 

“So soon as there shall be 5000 free male inhabitants 
f full age, in the district, upon giving proof thereof to 
the governor, they shall receive authority, . . . to elect 
representatives from their counties or townships, to rep- 
esent them in the general assembly; provided that for 
very 500 free male inhabitants, there shall be one rep- 
resentative, and so on progressively with the number of 
free male inhabitants ... until the number of repre- 
sentatives shall amount to 25; after which, the number 
nd proportion of representatives shall be regulated by

Sand the members of the council shall be nominated 
and appointed in the following manner, towit: As soon 
as representatives shall be elected, the governor shall ap- 
point a time and place for them to meet together, and, 
when met, they shall nominate ten persons, residents in 
the district, and each possessed of a freehold in 500 acres 
of land, and return their names to Congress; five of

. And the governor, legislative council and house of 
representatives, shall have authority to make laws, in all 
cases, for the good government of the district, not repug- 
nant to the principles and articles in this ordinance es- 
tablished and declared. And all bills having passed by 
a majority in the house, and by a majority in the coun- 
cil, shall be referred to the governor for his assent; but 
no bill or legislative act whatever, shall be of any force 
without his assent. The governor shall have power to 
convene, prorogue and dissolve the general assembly, 
when, in his opinion, it shall be expedient.’’*’ 

The Ordinance of 1787 included, also, provision for 
filling vacancies, for subsequent election of members of 
the council, and for officials taking the oath of office; it 
imposed property and residence qualification for electors 
and representatives as well as for members of the legis- 
lative council. 

The population prerequisite for this change was reached 
in the Northwest Territory in 1798. A proclamation of 
Governor Arthur St. Clair on October 29, 1798 called for 
the election of representatives on the third Monday of 
December. The representatives convened at Cincinnati 
on February 4 and nominated ten persons for the legis- 
lative council. The president appointed five of these, 
and the Senate confirmed their appointment. The crea- 
tion of a General Assembly brought the territory into 
what is generally called the ‘‘second grade” of territorial 
government. The newly formed Assembly met at Cin- 
cinnati, on September 16, 1798 but was not fully organ- 
ized until September 24. The session—the only one in 
which the future Indiana participated—terminated on 
December 19, 1799.38

be erected into an independent State, and admitted into

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the Union on an equal footing with the original States, 
thenceforth said line shall become and remain perma- 
nently the boundary line between such State and the In- 
diana Territory, anything in this act contained to the 
contrary notwithstanding.” Vincennes was made the 
seat of government for the new territory. 

The legislative function for this territory, as prescribed 
by the Ordinance of 1787, was exercised temporarily by 
the governor and three judges, who sat as a legislative 
body and enacted laws for Indiana Territory in the years 
1801, 1802, and 1803. 

The extent of the territory under the jurisdiction of 
the governor and judges was altered when the state of 
Ohio was formed. The boundary line drawn between the 
Northwest Territory and Indiana Territory in 1800 dif- 
fered from that provided in Article V of the Ordinance of 
1787 for the separation of an eastern and middle state 
to be formed out of the original Northwest Territory. Its 
southern part, from the mouth of the Kentucky River to 
Fort Recovery ran along the Greenville Treaty line and 
was intended to be temporary, for the convenience of the 
settlers living immediately east of that line. In the En- 
abling Act for the formation of the state of Ohio, ap- 
proved April 30, 1802, it was provided that its western 
boundary should follow the ‘‘direct line drawn due north 
from the mouth of the Great-Miami,” specified in the 
Ordinance of 1787*° and in the Act of May 7, 1800. The 
northern boundary was to lie along an east and west line 
drawn through the “southerly extreme” of Lake Michi- 
gan to the Canadian boundary in Lake Erie, and with 
that boundary to the west line of Pennsylvania.*t The

creation of the State of Ohio, therefore, gave to Indiana 
Territory the triangle familiarly called the “Gore,” be- 
tween the line running due north from the mouth of the 
Great Miami and the line drawn from opposite the mouth 
of the Kentucky River to Fort Recovery; it took from 
Indiana Territory and gave to Ohio the strip of land 
lying between the meridian line drawn due north from 
the mouth of the Great Miami and the line due north 
from Fort Recovery a little more than a mile to the east; 
and it gave to Indiana Territory that part of Michigan 
east of the Fort Recovery line and north of the line 
drawn due east from the southern extremity of Lake 
Michigan. 

The governor and judges of Indiana Territory received 
a vast temporary increase of jurisdiction when the 
Louisiana Purchase was divided on March 26, 1804 and 
they were given limited authority over the part north of 
the thirty-third degree north latitude. This District of 
Louisiana was not joined to Indiana Territory, but was, 
until it became a territory, provided for as follows :*? 

“SEc. 12. The residue of the province of Louisiana, 
ceded to the United States, shall be called the District 
of Louisiana, the Government whereof shall be organized 
and administered as follows: The Executive power now 
vested in the Governor of the Indiana Territory, shall 
extend to and be exercised in the said district of Louisi- 
ana. The Governor and Judges of the Indiana Territory 
shall have power to establish in the said district of Louisi- 
ana, inferior courts, and prescribe their jurisdiction and 
duties, and to make all laws which they may deem con- 
ducive to the good government of the inhabitants thereof: 
PROVIDED however, That no law shall be valid which is 
inconsistent with the constitution and laws of the United

This authority was to be in force only for one year 
after October 1, 1804 ‘‘and to the end of the next session 
of Congress, which may happen thereafter.’** The Dis- 
trict of Louisiana became a separate territory by act of 
Congress approved on March 3, 1805, and effective on 
July 4, 1805.44 Meanwhile, however, the governor and 
judges of Indiana Territory met at Vincennes on October 
1, 1804 and passed laws for the District of Louisiana. 
By virtue of their provenance, the publication of these 
laws has been included in the list in this volume. 

Indiana Territory passed into the second grade in 
1805. According to provisions in the statute of May 7, 
1800, which created the territory, “so much of the ordi- 
nance for the government of the Territory of the United 
States Northwest of the Ohio river, as relates to the or- 
ganization of a General Assembly therein, and prescribes 
the powers thereof, shall be in force and operate in the 
Indiana Territory, whenever satisfactory evidence shall 
be given to the Governor thereof that such is the wish 
of a majority of the freeholders, notwithstanding there 
may not be therein five thousand free male inhabitants 
of the age of twenty-one years and upwards: Provided, 
That, until there shall be five thousand free male inhabi- 
tants of twenty-one years and upwards in said Territory, 
the whole number of representatives to the General As- 
sembly shall not be less than seven, nor more than nine, 
to be apportioned by the Governor to the several coun- 
ties in the said Territory, agreeably to the number of 
free males of the age of twenty-one years and upwards, 
which they may respectively contain.’

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Upon petition of freeholders, Governor William Henry 
Harrison issued a proclamation on August 4, 1804 direct- 
ing the sheritfs to hold an election in their several coun- 
ties on September 11, upon the question of “going into 
the second or representative grade of Government.’’*é 

The vote being favorable to the change, the governor is- 
sued a proclamation on December 5, 1804 establishing 
representative government, appointing January 3, 1805 
for the election of nine representatives apportioned 
among the counties, and calling a meeting of the repre- 
sentatives at Vincennes on February 1 to nominate mem- 
bers of the Legislative Council.*? From the ten nominated, 
President Jefferson delegated to Governor Harrison the 
choice of the five members of the council.** The first 
General Assembly, thus constituted, met on July 29, 1805. 
This and the subsequent general assemblies enacted laws 
for Indiana Territory subject to the governor’s power of 
absolute veto. 

The area of Indiana Territory under representative 
government was decreased by the cutting off of Michigan 
and of Illinois. 

Michigan Territory was created by “an act for dividing 
the Indiana Territory into two separate governments,” 
approved by the president on January 11, 1805, and pro- 
viding, in part:*° 

“From and after the thirtieth day of June next, all 
that part of the Indiana Territory which lies north of 
a line drawn east from the southerly bend, or extreme, 
of Lake Michigan, until it shall intersect Lake Erie, and 
east of a line drawn from the said southerly bend through

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the middle of said lake to its northern extremity, and 
thence due north to the northern boundary of the United 
States, shall, for the purpose of temporary government, 
constitute a separate Territory, and be called Michigan.” 

Illinois Territory was created by another “act for di- 
viding the Indiana Territory into two separate govern- 
ments,” approved by the president on February 3, 1809; 
it provided that:°° 

“From and after the first day of March next, all that 
part of the Indiana Territory which lies west of the Wa- 
bash river, and a direct line drawn from the said Wabash 
river and Post Vincennes, due north to the territorial line 
between the United States and Canada, shall, for the pur- 
pose of temporary government, constitute a separate 
Territory, and be called Illinois.” 

The creation of Illinois as a third territory in the 
Northwest marked a departure from the first provision 
of the Ordinance of 1787, which ordained that the North- 
west Territory “for the purposes of temporary govern- 
ment, be one district; subject, however, to be divided into 
two districts, as future circumstances may, in the opinion 
of Congress, make it expedient.’’®? 

Another result of the creation of Illinois Territory was 
the removal from the General Assembly of Indiana Ter- 
ritory of the representatives of the counties west of the 
Wabash River. When the General Assembly met in 
1809 the House of Representatives did not have as many 
as the nine members required by the act of Congress of 
February 27, 1809.°? It did not, therefore, attempt to 
pass any legislation. 

Congress passed several laws affecting the lawmaking 
process of Indiana Territory. The right to vote for rep- 
resentatives was extended by an act of February 26, 
1808.°°> By the act of February 27, 1809, referred to

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above, members of the Legislative Council, as well as the 
delegate to Congress, were to be elected by the citizens 
entitled to vote for representatives.** Property qualifi- 
cations for the suffrage were replaced by evidence of hav- 
ing paid a county or territorial tax and office holders, 
with minor exceptions, were made ineligible to member- 
ship in the General Assembly by act of March 3, 1811. 

The Enabling Act, approved by the president on April 
19, 1816, under which Indiana adopted a constitution and 
organized a state government, defined the boundaries of 
the state as follows: 

“Bounded on the east by the meridian line which forms 
the western boundary of the State of Ohio; on the south 
by the river Ohio, from the mouth of the Great Miami 
river to the mouth of the river Wabash; on the west by 
a line drawn along the middle of the Wabash from its 
mouth, to a point where a due north line, drawn from 
the town of Vincennes, would last touch the northwestern 
shore of the said river; and from thence, by a due north 
line, until the same shall intersect an east and west line, 
drawn through a point ten miles north of the southern 
extreme of Lake Michigan; on the north by the said 
east and west line, until the same shall intersect the first 
mentioned meridian line which forms the western bound- 
ary of the State of Ohio: Provided, That the convention 
hereinafter provided for, when formed, shall ratify the 
boundaries aforesaid, otherwise they shall be and remain 
as now prescribed by the ordinance for the government 
of the territory northwest of the river Ohio: Provided, 
also, That the said State shall have concurrent jurisdic- 
tion on the river Wabash, with the State to be formed 
west thereof, so far as the said river shall form a com- 
mon boundary to both.’’*® 

The state boundary thus laid down made some changes 
in the boundaries as previously established by acts of

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Congress. The division proposed in the Ordinance of 
1787 between the middle and the western state to be 
formed in the Northwest Territory was specifically de- 
fined in the Enabling Act by making the line drawn north 
from Vincennes effective only from the point where it 
last touches the northwestern shore of the Wabash River. 
Where the Wabash River determines the boundary be- 
tween Indiana and Illinois, the line has always run along 
the middle of the river. The northern boundary was 
altered by placing it ten miles north of the territorial 
line;°? the eastern boundary, except as changed by this 
provision, remained the same. No change was made in 
the southern boundary, as all previous documents involv- 
ing boundaries, beginning with the act of Virginia estab- 
lishing Illinois County, bounded the territories and states 
formed northwest of the Ohio River by that river, i.e., by 
the northwestern, or right, bank.*® 

These boundaries for the State of Indiana, as proposed 
in the Enabling Act, were accepted by the constitutional 
convention,®® and embodied, with slight verbal changes, 
in the state constitution of 1816, and in that of 1851. 
The constitution of the new state was ‘“‘ordained and es-

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tablished” on June 29, 1816 by the constitutional conven- 
tion at Corydon,® and the state was formally admitted 
into the Union by a resolution of the Senate and House 
of Representatives, approved by the president on Decem- 
ber 11, 1816.2 

The state constitution vested legislative authority in a 
General Assembly ; the House of Representatives to have 
not less than twenty-five nor more than thirty-six mem- 
bers until there should be 22,000 white male inhabitants, 
thereafter the number was to be not less than thirty-six, 
nor more than one hundred; the number of members in 
the Senate was never to be less than one third, nor more 
than one half the number of representatives; members of 
both bodies were elected by popular vote of the white 
male citizens of the age of twenty-one years and up- 
wards and of one year’s residence in the state. Repre- 
sentatives were to be elected annually. Senators were 
to be elected for terms of three years, one third of the 
membership, as nearly as possible, each year. Bills 
passed by the General Assembly were subject to veto by 
the governor, but became laws if passed again by a ma- 
jority of all members in each house. No act was to be 
in force until it was published in print, unless in cases 
of emergency. All laws were to run “Be it enacted by 
the General Assembly of the State of Indiana.” The 
first session of the General Assembly was to commence on 
the first Monday of November, 1816, and thereafter it . 
was to meet in regular session every year on the first 
Monday in December. 

There was no limitation upon the length of the ses- 
sions, and, aside from the bill of rights in Article I, 
there were few restrictions as to the character and scope 
of legislation. 

By popular vote of August 4, 1851 the State of Indi- 
ana replaced its first constitution by a second one drawn

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up by a constitutional convention held at Indianapolis 
from October 7, 1850 to February 10, 1851. The new 
constitution went into effect in accordance with its own 
provision on November 1, 1851. Only a few of the most 
important sections can be noted. It gave the right to 
vote at all elections to all white male citizens of the age 
of twenty-one years or over, resident in the state six 
months, and to all white males of foreign birth resident 
one year in the United States and six months in Indiana, 
provided they had declared their intention to become citi- 
zens of the United States. This section was amended in 
1881 by striking out the word “white,” prescribing resi- 
dence of sixty days in the township and thirty days in 
the ward or precinct and authorizing the legislature to 
require voters to register; and again in 1921 by confer- 
ring equal suffrage on women, restricting the franchise 
to native-born or completely naturalized citizens, and 
eliminating the authorization of requirement of registra- 
tion. 
The General Assembly under the constitution of 1851 

is composed of a Senate of not to exceed fifty, and a 
House of Representatives of not to exceed a hundred 
members; the senators are elected for a term of four 
years, one half at a time, and the representatives for two 
years. Many restrictions are put upon the General As- 
sembly, both by an increase in the safeguards of the bill 
of rights in Article I, and by checks in the body of the 
constitution. Regular sessions have been held biennially 
at the capital since 1853, commencing the Thursday after 
the first Monday of January. Two thirds of each house 
is required for a quorum. “Every act shall embrace but 
one subject . . . which subject shall be expressed in the 
title.” For the most part, local, special, and private laws 
are rigidly prohibited, and the requirement made that

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“all laws shall be general, and of uniform operation 
throughout the State.” 

Among the financial restrictions is one against the 
authorization of any debt except to meet casual deficits 
in the revenue, to pay interest on the state debt, or to 
provide for defense in the face of invasion or insurrec- 
tion. 

No act is of effect until “published and circulated in 
the several counties of the State, by authority, except in 
case of emergency; which .. . shall be declared in the 
preamble or in the body, of the law.” 

A majority of all members elected to each house is 
necessary to pass bills or joint resolutions. No session 
of the General Assembly—the first session under the 
constitution of 1851 was specifically excepted—may ex- 
tend beyond the term of sixty-one days, nor any spe- 
cial session beyond forty days. Bills are subject to the 
governor’s veto, which, however, may be overcome by a 
majority of all the members of each house. 

The session laws and revisions which have been in 
force within the boundaries of Indiana and the territories 
of which it was earlier a part, form a considerable body 
of legislation. The compilation of a complete list of the 
publications of these laws is the first step in their study, 
which is of importance not only to lawyers and judges, 
but to historians.

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PLACE AND DATE OF LEGISLATIVE SESSIONS 


In the following list, wherever the dates of a session 
were not ascertainable, the dates of the first and last laws 
passed at that session have been given and starred. Ac- 
cording to the published laws passed by the governor and 
judges of Indiana Territory, acting for the District of 
Louisiana in 1804, the session was “Uegun and Held” on 
October 1, 1804. In a petition to Congress, however, the 
legislators stated that their “lengthy and laborious ses- 
sion” began in September. 

The list does not include a quasi session of the General 
Assembly of Indiana Territory, held at Vincennes from 
October 16 to 21, 1809, after Illinois Territory was cre- 
ated and divided off. The legality of the election of a 
new assembly, and particularly the status of the new 
House of Representatives, which contained but eight, in- 
stead of the minimum nine members provided for by 
Congress, was so questionable that no legislation was 
undertaken. The session is recorded in the issues of the 
Vincennes Western Sun, from October 16 to December 
23, 1809. 

Attention should perhaps be called to the misnumber- 
ing of the legislative sessions, following the forty-third 
regular and special sessions of 1865. The session of 
1867 was known as the forty-fifth instead of as the forty- 
fourth session, and the erroneous numbering has been 
continued by subsequent legislatures.

PROMULGATION OF THE LAWS 


A definite system for the publication of the session 
laws of the state was first established in 1855. An act 
of February 7 of that year made it “the duty of the sev- 
eral clerks of Circuit Courts in this State, immediately 
on the receipt of the laws of any session, to transmit to 
the Governor a certificate stating the day when such laws 
were so received.” The second section of the act stipu- 
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lated that as soon as certificates from all the counties 
were received, the governor should “‘issue and publish his 
proclamation, announcing the date at which the latest 
filing took place.” The present method (1928) of pro- 
mulgating the laws, in force since 1897, is a modification 
of this method. Certificates are sent from the county 
clerks to the secretary of state upon receipt of the laws, 
and upon notification from all counties, the governor’s 
proclamation is issued. 

From 1787 to 1855 the process had gone through sev- 
eral unsatisfactory stages, in the course of which a vari- 
ety of provisions applied to different laws and classes of 
laws. In some cases special clauses in the laws them- 
selves provided that they should be effective upon publi- 
cation in the local newspapers, or in a designated paper; 
a great many were to go into effect upon a specified date; 
some were effective upon passage. 

The only limitation set by the Ordinance of 1787 on 
this point was that laws must be submitted to Congress 
and were subject to its disapproval. The first state con- 
stitution in 1816 provided that no act of the General 
Assembly should be in force until published in print, ex- 
cept in cases of emergency. Two years later, an act of 
January 1 to provide for the speedy printing of the local 
and special acts of the General Assembly, defined the 
word “published” as follows: “Any local or special act 
of this, or any succeeding session of the general assem- 
bly of this state, shall be considered as published, when 
printed in the News-paper, published by the printer or 
printers to the state, and received at the county seat of 
the county or counties where such law is to operate, if 
such county seat is established, if not, it shall be consid- 
ered as in force so soon as it comes into the hands of such 
persons, as are authorized to act upon it.” 

An attempt to prescribe a general regulation concern- 
ing the taking effect of laws is evident in the Revision of 
1843. Among the provisions for the printing and dis- 
tribution of the laws is a section making it “the duty of 
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the clerk of the circuit court of each county to make a 
record of the day and date of the reception of the acts 
and joint resolutions . . . in his office,” such record 
to be “deemed and taken as the time of the publication 
of the said laws within said territory.”’ While this meas- 
ure settled the question for each county, it left the un- 
desirable probability that laws effective in one county 
might be still unpublished in others. 

The Constitution of 1851 ended this confusion by stip- 
ulating that no act should take effect until published and 
circulated in the several counties of the state, by author- 
ity, except in case of emergency declared in the preamble 
or body of the law, and the enactment of February 7, 
1855, mentioned above, established the procedure of a 
formal announcement from the governor when the laws 
had been published in every county. 

The following list of dates for the taking effect of laws, 
which was begun in the Revision of 1881, and was ex- 
tended in Burns’ subsequent revisions of the laws, has 
been further amplified from the Governor’s Proclama- 
tion Book in the office of the secretary of state. The 
Proclamation Book covers the period from 1873 to date. 
No more authoritative or complete record has been dis- 
covered.
